Washington, March 1. 

Further reductions in the de- 
mands of the Navy Department 
haye been made by the Naval Gm- 
mittee of the House of Renresen- 
tatives, To-day they reduced Mr. 
Wilbur's demand for the appro- 
priation of G$34,670, 000 for the 
renovation of five cnpital ships, to

Mr. Sinclair's story is, based on 
the traditional bellefs. of the Abys- 
ainians. 


The Abyasininng believe,” 
writes, Mr. Sinclair) “that the first 
Menelik, Negus of Shon, ‘came 
down and conquered the whole of 
river. 
When hoe was old, he: brought the 
whole of: his’ army ‘to: the«slopea 
‘of Kilimanjaro, attd:there he -felt, 
‘his time had come, “He: ascended 
the mountain ‘with all -his. gen- 
erala, ‘officers and Slaves, carry 
ing his treasure, which consisted 
of stones ,and gold, and- Solo- 
mon's ring, which;he had on ‘his 
finger. 

“They saw him-reach the snow- 
line on the summit, where clouds 
hid the view. In the-evening.the 
generals. and officers’ came back’ 
without the king, who,’ they 
stated, had been loft by his own 
orders in the crater on the sum- 
mit. They then went back: to 
Abyssinia.
